The earthquake was one of the 


most severe experienced here In a 
long period. 
Officials stated it last- 


ed 15 minutes, the longest in years. 


The American embassy was slight- 


ly damaged and many of the exhib- 
its at the peace, exhibitura were 
brokem. 


Yokohama was as severely shak- 


en as Tokio, and the Chinese quar- 
ter in Yokohama was virtually de- 
stroyed and the water
